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District council set to increase 
council tax after funding cuts 


SOUTH Somerset District Council (SSDC) 
wants to increase its portion of council tax by 
1.95 per cent, which amounts to an extra 
£2.88 a year for the average a Band D house¬ 
hold. 

Councillors have been recommended to approve the 
proposal, and a decision will be taken during a budget 
meeting on Thursday (February 25th).

Reduced support grants from central government 
are blamed for the proposed increase. 

Councillor Peter Seib, portfolio holder for Finance 
& Legal Services said: “All local authorities are being 


hit by this shift from grant funding to local taxation 
and we expect the average council tax rise to be 
higher than ours. 

“The government is making the largest, early cuts 
to ‘shire districts’ like South Somerset. SSDC has al¬ 
ready made significant efficiency improvements, our 
spending per household is in the lowest 20 per cent 
nationally and this was achieved through careful cost 
management rather than service cuts.” 

Leader of the council, Councillor Ric Pallister 
added: “Austerity continues to hit all councils hard 
and South Somerset is no different. The government 
is now expecting district councils to raise their coun¬ 
cil tax by at least 1.75 per cent and up to two per cent 
or £5 per annum after a number of years when the ob¬ 
jective was to freeze it. 

“Despite the significant financial challenges ahead 
of us there is a confidence that by changing the way 
we work, costs can be reduced. 

“The goal we are aiming for is balancing the budget 
over the medium term whilst maintaining or even im¬ 
proving our services to the public without the need to 
cut the discretionary services such as managing the 
country parks. 

“Financial uncertainty, created by the changes to the 
new way we are to be funded to provide public serv¬ 
ices, is set to dog us for the foreseeable future. 

“This means that there aren’t any easy answers and 
it will be hard work, but both officers and members 
are determined to keep on delivering for our resi¬ 
dents.” 

It was also explained that the government has re¬ 
duced the support grant it gives to councils, and will 
take away the grant completely by 2020. 


For SSDC this means a cut of more than £1 million 
this year and by 2019/20, total savings of £4.1 million 
will be required, including an additional penalty of 
£330,000 having to be handed back to central gov¬ 
ernment. 

Efficiency improvements have meant that SSDC’s 
spending has fallen significantly. 

In 2008/09 the annual budget was £19.7million and 
the proposed 2016/17 budget is just £17.3million. 
This represents a cut of 28 per cent after inflation. 

SSDC has targeted new savings of £1.3million for 
2016/17 including staffing costs of £365k, income 
generation of £703k, and savings on our assets of 
£83k. 

An SSDC spokesperson said: “It is however worth 
bearing in mind that after years of frozen tax and last 
year’s cut, the new charge is still less than the council 
tax set in February 2010. 

“In addition to the budget rise, a further 1.25 per 
cent (£1.85 per Band D household) will be collected 
by SSDC for the Somerset Rivers Authority (SRA) 
to fund flood prevention work. This is a temporary 
arrangement pending the primary legislation required 
to give the SRA powers to raise its own funds. The 
SRA has received no central government funding for 
2016/17. 

“The council does retain some of the business rates 
it collects locally and estimates show that we expect 
to keep £3.9million of the £44million it will collect 
next year. 

“However, £2.6million will need to be used to fund 
backdated business valuation appeals and further ap¬ 
peals are pending. The government has yet to clarify 
its future plans for business rates.”

Axminster Carpets 


AXMINSTER Carpets has been taken over by H 
Dawson Wool, an international wool merchant 
based in Bradford. 

It was announced last Thursday afternoon that 
H Dawson Wool had acquired a controlling equity 
stake in Axminster Carpets 

The Axminster company has undergone a pe¬ 
riod of significant change during the last three 
years, and the provision of additional support 
from H Dawson, increased financial resource and 
further strengthening of the Axminster Carpets 
senior management team will take the company 
on the next phase of its journey. 

H Dawson Wool, established in 1888, has for 
many years been an important supplier to the 
wool carpet manufacturing sector in the UK and 
throughout the world. 

Royal Warrant holder Axminster Carpets, 
founded originally by Thomas Whitty in 1755, has 
operated from its current site in Axminster since 
1937 when the late Harry Dutfield revived the 
town's carpet-making tradition. 

The company refused to be drawn on questions 
about job security, the Dutfield family's continued 
involvement with the business and claims the 
company has, or is in the process of, selling off 
land it owns in Axminster. 


From the editor's chair 

Another twist in carpets' future 



THE news last week that Axminster Carpets 
has been taken over by a highly respected firm 
of international wool merchants will be seen as 
a positive move, especially by the workforce. 

H Dawson Wool, based in Bradford, have ac¬ 
quired a controlling interest in the Axminster 
operation and have stated they are “excited 
about the future growth aspirations for the 
business.” 

Those employed at the carpet factory - 
greatly reduced in numbers following the col¬ 
lapse of the previous family-run company 
three years ago - will take some comfort in 
that statement that they still have a future. 

Whenever companies are sold the rumour 
mill goes into overdrive. We have tried to as¬ 
certain what impact the change of ownership 
will have on the future for the staff and 
whether the Dutfield family will retain an in¬ 
terest in the new set-up. 

The new owners, whose history goes back to 
1888, will not be publicly drawn on such mat¬ 
ters at this moment, other than to state reas¬ 
suringly that the focus on the new operation is 


on “growth”. There is also a rumour circulating 
that some of the land owned by the carpet fac¬ 
tory will be sold off for a supermarket but 
again we have not been able to confirm this. 

The name of one supermarket in particularly 
has been bandied around but they have cate¬ 
gorically denied that they are opening a new 
store in Axminster. 

The past few years have been very challeng¬ 
ing for the carpet manufacturing industry but 
H Dawson, a world leader in their field, has in¬ 
vested significantly in the future of the under 
pressure sector by this acquisition. 

We can only hope that “An Axminster from 
Axminster” will remain synonymous with all 
that is finest in the craft of carpet making and 
that the town’s link with the industry contin¬ 
ues for many years. 

In welcoming H Dawson to Axminster, we 
should not forget what Harry Dutfield did for 
the town in reviving the industry that put 
Axminster on the world map.

Devon County Councillor for Sidford and Sid¬ 
mouth, Stuart Hughes, said: "School crossing pa¬ 
trols can be paid for by the school or the 
community and it is therefore an area where we 
can make savings. Although this model would re¬ 
quire schools to pay some of the costs, the county 
council would remain committed to supporting a 
crossing patrol service by providing training and 
quality assurance to ensure it is delivered safely."

Council to make ‘significant’ 
investment into business hub 


A BUSINESS hub is set to raise aspiration and break 
a negative cycle in Chard. 

District councillors voted unanimously to let the 
project continue to the next phase. They acknowl¬ 
edged there was a risk involved, but says it is time to 
create demand for office space in the town. 

The idea is to create what is known as a “business 
incubation hub” across two empty floors at South 
Somerset District Council’s Holy rood Lace Mill in 
the centre of Chard. 

The hub will provide low-cost office space and 
business support for new business start-ups, local 
businesses and businesses relocating into the area. It 
will be open to all-comers and will particularly en¬ 
courage digital and media business. 

A report prepared for the district council’s Area 
West Committee said: “Research shows that there is 
a shortage of office premises in Chard and suggests 
that, as rental values are low, developers do not have 
the confidence to invest and build new premises, be¬ 
cause returns are likely to be low and there is little 
evidence of demand. 

“This is cyclic: no premises mean no demand, so 
none are built. To break this cycle we need someone 
to take a risk and invest to demonstrate that there is 
demand.” 

Area West members voted unanimously to take the 
project to the next phase. 

The total cost of the project is not known, but will 
be what SSDC calls “significant”. 

The report explained: “It will require significant in¬ 
vestment of public funds and further work is required 
to define important details and more accurately quan¬ 
tify costs and plan the project. 

“At this stage the Area West Development Team 
seek confirmation that the additional investment in 
time and effort to develop this level of detail is sup¬ 
ported by members, and also that a project board be 
set up to oversee the work.” 

They now have that confirmation and can get on 


with the job of raising aspirations. 

The report continued: “Chard has a reputation as 
having low aspiration, low pay and few opportunities 
for advancement. 

“A business hub would help to create new opportu¬ 
nities and support people with aspirations to achieve. 

“Chard is poorly represented online and it appears 
(from online research) that uptake of digital market¬ 
ing and services is low in Chard. 

“A business hub with strength in digital services 
would support Chard to adopt modern promotional 
and marketing techniques and working practices.” 

The matter is not a new one but previous attempts 
have never taken off. 

In 2006 a proposal was developed for the Chard En- 
viro-Centre, aiming at a £3million EU-funded devel¬ 
opment of office and light industrial units in a 
purpose-built, environmentally friendly building. 

In 2010 Chard Regeneration Framework identified 
the need for a new incubation workspace in the town 
centre. 

The report stated: “There have been various discus¬ 
sions to try to attract investors to set up an incubation 
space in Chard but as yet none have come forward. 

“A recent study - commissioned by SSDC and car¬ 
ried out by property specialists Thomas Lister - sug¬ 
gests that this investment is unlikely to come from 
private investors because there is no guarantee of a 
return. 

“To address the long-term demand SSDC Area West 
Development has developed the Chard Business Hub 
project. The project addresses market failure by set¬ 
ting out to demonstrate demand. 

“The hub will provide networking for local busi¬ 
nesses and support community groups and projects to 
help its clients develop their skills, promote their 
services and build relationships. 

“The success of the hub will build confidence, raise 
perceptions of Chard and attract investment.” 


Extra funding secured for county 


AN extra £2.9million of national government funding 
has been secured for Somerset County Council for 
2016/17, plus £2million in 2017/18. 

The council feared having to make £8million of 
savings from its annual budget this year to balance its 
books as required by law, under a provisional Local 
Government Settlement announced at the end of last 
year. 

South Somerset District Council also looks set to 
receive almost £200,000 more for its budget because 
of an intervention by local MP Marcus Fysh and other 
Somerset MPs. 

Mr Fysh said: While there will still need to be sav¬ 
ings to help deal with the national budget deficit, I am 
happy to have obtained these substantial improve¬ 
ments for Somerset's councils that will help smooth 
the transition to keeping all of the business rates that 
are paid locally. 

“That is the main way that local government will be 
funded in the future, alongside council tax. 

“Councils which grow their business tax base, hope¬ 
fully by encouraging business with discounts and cap¬ 
italising on the major infrastructure investments that 
we will be making in the coming years, should have 


strong revenue streams to fund good quality local 
services.” 

In November the Chancellor George Osborne an¬ 
nounced that local government would be able to re¬ 
tain business rates locally, a reform that Mr Fysh had 
been pushing for since being elected last May, and in 
Secretary of State Greg Clark’s statement to the 
House of Commons on Monday it was announced 
that councils will be able to accelerate that process by 
engaging in devolution bids such as those currently 
being proposed by Somerset’s councils. 

An urgent technical review of rural needs versus 
those of urban areas was also announced on Monday, 
so as properly to inform that process for sparse rural 
areas such as Somerset. 

Mr Fysh added: “I thank Secretary of State Greg 
Clark and the Chancellor for listening, and look for¬ 
ward to working with them further to help our coun¬ 
cils retain business rates locally as soon as possible 
and address the rural operational challenges. 

“This is a great opportunity for local people to take 
control and be more responsible for local services, at 
the same time as addressing the problem of business 
rates being too high in many areas.” 


Funding bid for swimming pool unsuccessful 


A BID for funding from Sport England to help in 
the refurbishment of the swimming pool at the 
Cresta Leisure Centre in Chard has been unsuc¬ 
cessful, says Somerset County Council. 

Councillor Nigel Pearson, who represents Chard 
at County Hall, said last Monday during a meeting 
of Chard Town Council that the cost to bring the 
pool - which has been beset with problems in re¬ 
cent years - would be around Elmillion. 

It has now been confirmed by the county coun¬ 
cil that the pool is on its last legs. 

“A condition survey for the swimming pool at 
Cresta Leisure Centre has been produced and 
shows significant financial investment will be 
needed as the facility is nearing the end of its 
functional life," said a spokesman. 

"In the past, Somerset County Council has car¬ 
ried out repairs as and when required but signifi¬ 
cant funding is needed now if the pool is to 
remain in use. As a result, we must explore all op¬ 
tions for its future." 


The council is now looking at all possibilities 
about the pool's future - although it has been left 
thwarted in a bid to get funds from Sport England 
to help in a total refurbishment of the facilities. 

1 ‘Unfortunately a recent bid to Sport England for 
the necessary funding was unsuccessful, so a re¬ 
port will be going to an upcoming Cabinet meet¬ 
ing asking for a decision on the pools future," 
added the County Hall spokesman. 

"Possible options that Cabinet will discuss in¬ 
clude whether the pool can be transferred to an¬ 
other owner as a community asset, while council 
officers will continue to investigate other revenue 
avenues available." 

Councillor Pearson told town councillors last 
week that another option would be to close the 
pool altogether. 

Although the county council owns the Cresta 
pool, it is run and managed by the 1610 leisure 
trust organisation. 
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Changes to Key Site development given thumbs up 


DISTRICT councillors have agreed in principle to 
significant changes to a major development at Crewk- 
erne Key Site. 

Outline planning permission had already been given 
for a mixed use development of 525 dwellings, em¬ 
ployment land, a primary school and a raft of other 
facilities at Crewkerne Key Site, which is on land be¬ 
tween the A30 and A356. 

That permission was given to Taylor Wimpey in 
2011, but not much has happened since because the 
applicant says the approved scheme is unviable in the 


current market. 

As a result, the company applied for outline ap¬ 
proval for up to 110 dwellings and a 60-bed care 
home on the 10 hectares employment land approved 
off Station Road, retaining 3.74 hectares of employ¬ 
ment land. 

The company also applied to lift or reduce a number 
of conditions that came with the original approval. 

A report prepared for South Somerset District Coun¬ 
cil’s Area West Committee stated: “It is contended 
that the previously agreed obligations, along with fur- 


Council urged to address lack 
of sporting facilities in Chard 


AN URGENT call is being made for council bosses 
to “sit up, take notice and make plans” to sort out the 
ever-worsening lack of sporting facilities in Chard. 

Councillor Amanda Broom will be calling on her 
district council colleagues to support her in a motion 
to set out a strategy for improving sporting develop¬ 
ment in the town. 

“It is felt by the people of Chard that there has been 
a lack of support for sporting facilities in the town for 
far too long,” she said. “We are short of playing 
pitches and desperately need more to meet the de¬ 
mand there is in Chard.” 

Councillor Broom has highlighted a list of current 
problems in Chard which is blighting the town’s 
sporting activities. 

“Our hockey team is currently playing outside of 
Chard due to the condition of its hockey pitch and the 
Cresta swimmingpool is being reported as potentially 
closing,” she said. 

“Chard Town FC are under threat of being kicked 
out of their current league due to the sloping pitch at 
their Zembard Lane ground and local footballers in 
the Perry Street League are using portable huts as 
changing rooms, which have only just been secured 


through the town council, having previously seen 
players walk through the town from changing rooms 
elsewhere to matches at Jocelyn Park. 

“There are enough people registered to play in foot¬ 
ball teams living in Chard for another ten teams and 
yet they are playing outside of the town - and that 
doesn’t include women’s football - while Chard 
Rugby Club has more players interested in playing 
than they have pitches to cater for them. 

“I could go on - this is just the starting point.” 

Councillor Broom, who became a member of Chard 
Town Council and South Somerset District Council 
at last year’s local elections, added: “Chard needs to 
have a cohesive plan which is supported by the key 
stakeholders and one that we can all work towards 
seeing actual results delivered to the town. 

“This is one of the main reasons that I became in¬ 
volved in standing as a councillor.” 

Councillor Broom’s motion will go before South 
Somerset District Council at its full meeting on 
Thursday, February 25th and ask council officers to 
prepare a report on the “future plan for sporting fa¬ 
cilities and sporting development within Chard” and 
to set out a strategy on how to deliver the plan.

ther obligations sought in relation to the current pro¬ 
posal and unexpected archaeological costs, are unaf¬ 
fordable. 

“The applicant has therefore requested that the 
council reconsiders the planning obligations.” 

Crewkerne Town Council opposed the new ideas, 
saying the provision of adequate employment land is 
vital to maintain Crewkerne as a vibrant, sustainable 
community. 

The Area West Committee met on Wednesday, Feb¬ 
ruary 17th, and members were recommended to ap¬ 
prove the applications. 

The planning department’s report said: “It is con¬ 
sidered that the benefits of the proposal in terms of 


delivering housing, infrastructure improvements, the 
jobs that would be created in the construction phases 
and by the economic activity of future residents out¬ 
weighs the limited harms identified. 

“Furthermore there are considered to be material 
circumstances that justify approving this develop¬ 
ment contrary to local plan policy.” 

The applications were approved. The approved 
packages include 50 affordable houses (about 8.25 
per cent of the total), at social rent to be delivered in 
the first phase of development.

THE two stars of Cloverleaf Productions’ recent 
presentation of “The Snow Queen”, in Combe 
St Nicholas, were 11-year-old Sienna Lanfear 
and Nell Wallbridge, aged 12. 

They took principal roles as Gerda and Kai in 
Alan Frayn's pantomime version of the tradi¬ 
tional fairy tale by Hans Christian Andersen, 
which was directed by Ros Roderigo with mu¬ 
sical direction from Dave Goodall and David 
Stares. 

Both youngsters were word perfect through¬ 
out, winning acclaim from both audiences and 
other cast members. 

Bob Dunn, chairman of Cloverleaf Produc¬ 
tions, said: “I must admit that had my doubts 
when the parts were cast, but Sienna and Nell 
proved me totally wrong, putting in stupen¬ 
dous performances every night.” 

In this version of the fairy tale, Hans Christian 
Andersen (John Attree) tells the story of the 
Ugly Duckling to the Danish townsfolk, with 
the character of the birds being charmingly 
brought to life by Ruby Nex.

French Legion d'honneur medal

TONY Wills from Mis¬ 
terton was one of two for¬ 
mer Dorset soldiers who 
have been awarded the 
French Legion d'honneur 
medal in recognition of 
their role in the liberty of 
the country in World War 
Two. 

Mr Wills was presented 
with the award, along 
with Ron Beale from 
Portland, by the French 
Consul Madame Josette 
Lebrat, who said: “Today 
you are made Knights of 
the Legion of Honour. 

You are the heroes of the 
Second World War, mod¬ 
ern knights, we honour 
you. 

“We also remember 
your friends, those who 
did not make it back. Thorough you and through this 
ceremony we honour their sacrifice and their courage. 
It is through the courage of men and women like you 
that our parents across the channel were able to regain 
their freedom. 

“On behalf of the French Republic and on behalf of 
our parents, I would like to say a warm thank you. 
Merci.” 

Mr Wills was born in Misterton in 1925 and joined 
the Dorset Regiment in 1943. He was enlisted with the 
5th Dorsets and saw service with them through Nor¬ 
mandy including at Hill 112 and Maltot. 

“It's a great honour to me,” he said on on receiving 
the French Legion d'honneur medal. 

“You think more of your colleagues. I had the privi¬ 
lege of serving with some of the finest men you could 
ever have and that's what gets me. I get very emotional 
when I think about them.” 

Mr Beale, aged 94, was bom in Christchurch. He ar¬ 
rived in Normandy with the 4th Dorsets in June 1944. 


In August, the same day his best man was killed, Ron 
was hit by a machine gun round and collapsed in a com 
field. 

He commented: “I felt alone and frightened then. I 
couldn't see anything but I could hear colleagues firing 
away in the distance. In the tall cornfields the 
wounded, who were unable to move, could get lost or 
cmshed by a tank or gun carrier.” 

He was spotted by the battalion's padre, Francis Mus- 
grave, who was to die himself later that day in a mortar 
attack. 

“I am very thrilled I think it's a wonderful medal. It 
isn't very often my friends and family get together on 
this scale.” 

The event was organised by Major Nick Speakman 
from the Keep Military Museum in Dorchester, who 
said: “It is so important that we tell people about these 
men and what they went through. These awards help 
to bring their stories to new generations and also enable 
us to remember those who did not return.”

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Police to work with NHS 
Mental Health Partnership 

ARRESTED people in a mental health crisis will 
only be kept in a police cell in exceptional cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Avon and Somerset Constabulary and the 
Police and Crime Commissioner have an¬ 
nounced they will work with Avon and Wiltshire 
Mental Health Partnership NHS Trust (AWP) 
and Somerset Partnership NHS Foundation 
Trust to reduce the use of police custody cells 
as a place of safety for people in mental health 
crisis. 

From June 1st the constabulary policy will be 
to limit cell use under the Mental Health Act to 
“exceptional circumstances” only, specifically 
where a person would present an unmanage¬ 
able risk in a health setting. 

This new policy is one of the key recommen¬ 
dations within the Policing and Crime Bill that 
went before Parliament. 

It is expected to form part of a number of 
amendments to the Mental Health Act that 
could come into effect in April 2017. 

Assistant Chief Constable Nikki Watson said: 
“It is important that people in mental health 
crisis receive the right care and support and at 
the right time. 

“We have already significantly improved the 
way we work with our partners to help people 
experiencing mental health crisis. 

“The introduction of street triage in Bristol 
and wider collaborative initiatives across the 
Avon and Somerset area have reduced the 
number of people being detained under the 
Mental Health Act by our officers.”

Tim Youngs, director of Land 
Management (pictured), ex¬ 
plained why the fund is so impor¬ 
tant, saying: “Our reserves have 
an extremely important part to 
play in providing essential areas of 
secure habitat where species 
under threat can not only survive, 
but thrive. 

“They also act as stepping stones 
within the wider landscape to en¬ 
sure that Somerset as a whole re¬ 
mains a county as rich in nature 
as it was in decades gone by. 

“We simply don’t have the funds 
at present to restore priority habi¬ 
tats as quickly as we need to, or on 
a larger scale which would allow 
far greater movement of wildlife 
within and between our sites, 
which strengthens existing pop¬ 
ulations and enables new ones to 
establish themselves. 

“We need additional funds to en¬ 
sure that the successes we have 
achieved to date are future - 
proofed, and that we are able to 
build on them and fund important 



work in the future.”

Health campaign encourages all 
to check for symptoms of cancer 


PUBLIC Health England’s “Be Clear on 
Cancer” campaign returns to the 
South West, with the aim of raising 
awareness of a key symptom for both 
bladder and kidney cancers - blood in 
pee. 

Latest figures show that in the South 
West, 2,128 people are diagnosed with 
bladder and kidney cancer each year, 
with 1,407 men and 721 women af¬ 
fected. Data also reveals that approxi¬ 
mately 852 people in the South West 
die from these cancers annually. 

Nationally, around 17,450 people in 
England are diagnosed with either 
bladder or kidney cancer every year 
and blood in pee is a symptom in over 
half (53 per cent) of bladder cancers 
and almost a fifth of kidney cancers, 
so being aware of this is crucial. 

Early diagnosis of bladder and kid¬ 
ney cancer increases the chances of 
survival. For those diagnosed at the 
earliest stage (stage 1) the likelihood of 
surviving five years or more can be as 
high as 84 per cent for kidney cancer 
and 77 per cent for bladder cancer. 
However, for those diagnosed at a late 
stage (stage 4), survival can be as low 
as only 10 per cent for kidney cancer 
and nine per cent for bladder cancer. 

The ‘ 'Be Clear on Cancer’' blood in pee 
campaign previously ran nationally in 
2013 and 2014. 

Analysis of diagnoses during the 
2013 campaign period shows a statis¬ 


tically significant increase in the num¬ 
ber of bladder and kidney cancers di¬ 
agnosed at pre-cancerous and early 
stage and a reduction in late stage di¬ 
agnoses for bladder cancer. 

Dr Jenny Harries, regional director for 
the south of England at Public Health 
England said: “Evidence shows that Be 
Clear on Cancer campaigns really do 
make a difference. The rise in the 
number of bladder and kidney cancers 
being picked up early is important; it is 
this early detection that saves lives. 

“It’s vital that we all do our bit to raise 
awareness that blood in pee could be 
an early sign of bladder or kidney can¬ 
cer, and encourage anyone with this 
symptom to go to their GP. 

“We know that people don’t always 
immediately visit their doctor if they 
spot blood in pee, which can be for a 
number of reasons - some might ig¬ 
nore the symptoms, especially if it 
only happens once, or may pass the 
symptom off as cystitis. If you do no¬ 
tice blood in your pee, don't wait for it 
to happen again before getting it 
checked out, visit your GP straight 
away.” 

The campaign is aimed at men and 
women aged 50 and over, as between 
90 and 97 per cent of bladder and kid¬ 
ney cancer diagnoses are in people in 
this age group. 

It encourages anyone who notices 
blood in their pee, even if it’s ‘just the 


once’, to visit their GP to get it checked 
out. 

Given that people may not spot blood 
in their pee unless they check, this 
year’s campaign also promotes a “look 
before you flush” message, particu¬ 
larly to women, who may be less likely 
to do so. 

BBC journalist, radio presenter and 
kidney cancer survivor, Nicholas 
Owen, commented: “I was extremely 
lucky because my tumour was found 
early. Early diagnosis saves lives, so 
everyone should look out for key 
symptoms, like blood in your pee. 
Don't delay, the sooner you speak to 
your GP, the sooner you know what 
you’re dealing with.” 

Ian Lavender, actor and star of “Dad’s 
Army”, who is a bladder cancer sur¬ 
vivor, added: “I’m supporting this 
year’s blood in pee campaign as a sur¬ 
vivor of bladder cancer. It’s a simple 
message Took before you flush’ and 
make sure you go and see your GP if 
you notice blood in your pee. 

“Spread the word, someone you 
know might have this symptom and 
reminding them to get it checked 
could save their life - it saved mine, 
and I’m 70 and still happy to be work¬ 
ing."

Stopping Smoking ? There is something you need to know. 


E-CIGARETTES may not help you quit: 
Smokers using E-cigarettes are 28% less 
likely to ditch traditional cigarettes, So 
says the medical correspondent Ben 
Spencer who reported on the medical 
study published this year in the Lancet. 

The study has concluded E-cigarettes do 
not help smokers to quit tobacco. 

However these findings have become 
very controversial and are contrary to 
leading health officials in England, who 
have repeatedly insisted that e-cigarettes 
are a key tool to reduce smoking rates. 

The study which was a systematic re¬ 
view of all available data on the issue, is 
the largest to date, and evaluated whether 
e-cigarettes assist smokers in quitting cig¬ 
arettes. 

Published in the Lancet Respiratory 
Medicine journal, it concluded that e-cig¬ 
arettes do not help smokers quit, and 
should not be recommended for that pur¬ 
pose until there is solid proof that they do. 



E-cigarettes contain a liquid form of 
nicotine that is heated into vapor to be in¬ 
haled, avoiding the harm caused by to¬ 
bacco smoke. 

While there is little doubt that an e-cig¬ 
arette is less dangerous than a conven¬ 
tional cigarette, the most dangerous thing 
about e-cigarettes is that many keep 
smoking conventional cigarettes too. 

The irony is, that stopping smoking is 
one of the main reasons adults use e-cig- 
arettes, but on the whole it would seem 
the effect is less, not more, stopping. 

Steven Bernstein of Yale School of 
Medicine, writing in a separate editorial 
published by The Lancet, said that despite 
concerns over the data and findings of the 
study, it did raise questions about the use¬ 
fulness of e-cigarettes as a quitting aid. 

The evidence for Hypnotherapy from 
previously satisfied clients, who have 
stopped smoking demonstrates that Hyp¬ 
notherapy can help some people to stop, 
this includes stopping the 
use of e-cigarettes too.

The even more versatile A4 can now 
be ordered at prices ranging from 
£27,300 OTR to £40,350 OTR, and re¬ 
tention of these original values is likely 
to be another important consideration 
for prospective purchasers. Here, too, 
the A4 Avant doesn't disappoint, with 
leading trade guide CAP Monitor pre¬ 
dicting that the majority of versions 
will achieve residual values that are ei¬ 
ther strongest in the premium compact 
estate class or unbeaten in the class. 

As an example the A4 Avant 2.0 TDI 
ultra Sport 190PS - the expected 
best-seller in the range - is predicted 
to retain 40 per cent of its value after 
three years or 60,000 miles, ahead of 
its key premium sector rivals. 


Class-leading luggage capacity 

The all-new A4 Avant intelligently inte¬ 
grates a class-leading 505 litres of lug¬ 
gage capacity - extending to 1,510 litres 
with the seats folded - into a capacious 
interior that now affords even more head 
and shoulder room for front seat occu¬ 
pants and offers an increase in overall rear 
leg room compared to its predecessor. 

All this can be enjoyed in remarkably 
hushed tones thanks to numerous 
aerodynamic and aeroacoustic ad¬ 
vances, and in surroundings that exude 
a degree of quality and technological 
sophistication that far exceeds even 
the outgoing car, which was renowned 
in its own right for its outstanding fit 
and finish. 

The Avant engine line-up will initially 
include a wide choice of 2.0 litre and 3.0- 
litre TDI engines with outputs starting 
from 150PS and rising to 272PS.

driven 'ultra' variants offering up to 
70.6mpg with C02 output of as little as 
104g/km - their frugality can be en¬ 
joyed in conjunction with both SE and 
Sport specification incorporating 17- 
inch alloy wheel designs. 

The V6 TDI contingent starts with 
the 218PS version which played such a 
key role in securing What Car? Maga¬ 
zine's Car of the Year Award for the sa¬ 
loon - here it returns up to 64.2mpg 
with a 114g/km C02 output when 
combined with Sport specification and 
front-wheel-drive. 

To fully exploit the economy potential 
of this absolutely up-to-the minute en¬ 
gine technology, the powertrain and 
chassis of the A4 Avant have also been 
completely redeveloped. The six-speed 
manual transmission, the seven-speed 
S tronic twin-clutch (now also available 
for front-wheel drive) and the eight- 
speed tiptronic have been reworked, 
and in the process the automatic trans¬ 
missions have incorporated a fuel-sav¬ 
ing freewheeling function.

All models are available with suspen¬ 
sion in either a comfort-focused state 
of tune or with a tauter and more sport¬ 
ing set-up - the latter is standard for S 
line versions but can be 'deselected' in 
favour of comfort suspension at no 
extra cost. For even greater emphasis 
on dynamic ability it is also possible to 
specify a dynamic steering system 
which varies its ratio according to speed 
and steering angle and adaptive damper 
control with a 'sport' bias for all versions. 
Adaptive damper control with a 'com¬ 
fort' set-up favouring suppleness can 
also be specified for all versions bar the 
ultra models, which are exclusively 
equipped with sports suspension. 

Where these options are fitted, their 
operating characteristics are config¬ 
urable via the Audi drive select adaptive 
dynamics system, which is a standard 
feature across the range. Its Comfort, 
Auto, Dynamic, Efficiency and Individual 
modes also have a bearing on the re¬ 


sponse of the throttle, the shift points 
of the automatic transmissions if spec¬ 
ified and the weighting of the steering. 

Driver aids 

The high quota of standard fit 
onboard technology can also be 
complemented by an array of the most 
advanced driver aids which can take 
the strain out of everything from 
reversing out of a parking space into 
fast-moving crossing traffic to endur¬ 
ing stop-start city driving. Drivers 
looking to maximise economy will also 


appreciate the predictive efficiency 
assistant, which helps drivers to reduce 
fuel consumption by up to 10 per cent 
by using navigation route data to alert 
them to situations in which it would 
make sense to reduce speed, such 
as before bends, towns or speed limit 
signs that are not yet visible.
